In addition, we now have rocket ships 
which travel at six hundred miles an hour, and it is expected that the 
newest and largest airliners, powered by jet-propulsion, will cross the 
Atlantic Ocean in five hours.

Commenting on this in a recent article published by the Royal Bank of 
Canada, the writer says: "Air travel has raised many new problems for 
international solution, as well as pointing out some old worries-. Before 
development of the airplane, Mercator’s map was all right. It did exag¬ 
gerate the size of some countries, Greenland, for instance, but it was a 
good enough map for surface navigators. An air map is quite different. 
In the centre of the air map showing the northern hemisphere there is a 
dot indicating the north pole. Scattered over the circle are smaller dots 
representing cities. Reykjavik is a dot about an inch from Montreal, Mos¬ 
cow is another point an inch beyond, and another inch takes one to Aden. 
Winnipeg is a inch from Nome, and two inches from Tokyo. No boundary 
lines on the air map say, “This is Canada”, or “This is Iceland", or “This 
is Japan”. If a man wished to leave Toronto for a flying visit to South 
Africa, he might be tempted by the Mercator map to go by way of Miami, 
Natal, (in Brazil,) trans-Atlantic to West Africa, and thence south, but 
the air map shows that his shorter route is by way of Montreal, Labrador, 
and Europe.”

SOME SPECIAL CROPS 

Are Very Important And Contribute 
Greatly To Farm Income 

Many people think of Canadian 
crop production in terms of wheat, 
oats and barley. There are, however, 
a number of crops which occupy 
smaller areas but contribute Substan¬ 
tially to cash farm income in those 
areas in which they are grown. These 
include tobacco, sugar be/ts, hybrid 
corn, soybean^'sunflowers, rape seed, 
honey and maple products. 

Sugar beets, for instance are 
grown in fairly well defined areas in 
four provinces out favorable condi¬ 
tions for production of this crop ex¬ 
ist in other large sections of the 
country. High labor requirements 
and competition from intensive crops 
restrict the area of the sugar beet 
crop. In Ontario, beets are grown 
in Essex, Kent, Elgin, Middlesex and 
Lambton counties. The production 
from this area was at one tirjje the : 
sole Canadian supply of beet sugar.

British Crown Mill Always Be A 
Unifying Force 

The British Crown is a unifying, 
rather than a diversive force in a 
Commonwealth which demands a 
symbol to bolster its unity during the 
transition from Empire to a new 
form of international society.

000,000 Saskatchewan debt was dis¬ 
cussed. 

Manitoba is indebted to the Do¬ 
minion by $24,760,000, British Colum¬ 
bia by $34,370,000 and Alberta by 
$25,870,000. The debts of these three 
provinces accrued under the Relief 
Act. 

Premier T. C. Douglas, of Saskat¬ 
chewan, has taken the stand that 
before entering into any agreement 
with Ottawa, involving the giving up 
of taxation fields, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment would require an under¬ 
standing that Ottawa would not make 
demand for the relief obligations 
except under terms of an agreement 
'hich the province would negotiate 
ith the Dominion government. The 
federal government has refused to 
[give up the right of set-off in any 
agreement which it signs. 

As a result. Saskatchewan points 
out it cou’fl n:t sign an agreement 
under which the Dominion could 
withhold the province's entire sub¬ 
sidy or a substantial portion of it by 
applying it against the treasury bills 
which Ottawa now holds. The right 
to set-off with regard to future 
obligations Saskatchewan is prepared 
to agree to, but it wants an under¬ 
standing in regard to that right in¬ 
volving the millions incurred during 
the drouth and depression period. 

Commenting on the budget pro¬ 
posals for agreements with the prov¬ 
inces, Mr. Fines in an interview, 
pointed out that under the plan sub¬ 
mitted by Ottawa to the Dominion- 
provincial conference this spring, 
Saskatchewan would have benefited 
to the extent of $53,000,000. Under 
the budget proposals Saskatchewan 
will only benefit by $13,300,000. 

“Saskatchewan is giving up every¬ 
thing it was called upon to give up 
under the more generous Dominion- 
provincial proposal including the suc¬ 
cession duty, income tax and corp¬ 
oration tax fields and in return we 
are getting $39,000,000 less. This 
means Saskatchewan is left without 
the social security that would have 
been possible under the offer to the 
conference,” Mr. Fines said.

curate locations on any fire that 
may start in the region. 

Bearings on a fire are taken by 
means of the alidade or fire-finder. 
Bearings obtained from two or 
more lookout towers furnish the 
accurate location of a fire. Other 
equipment used in observation 
towers include maps, binoculars 
and compasses. 

Telephones or 2-way radios link 
the towers with district headquart¬ 
ers. Such communication is very 
important in fighting fires. Two- 
way radio is employed to maintain 
communications between head¬ 
quarters and actual fire fighting 
operations. 

Most parks also have a modem 
telephone system. Contact with dis¬ 
trict headquarters is always main¬ 
tained and immediate requirements 
can be speedily met. With weather 
bureau, fire-lookout towers, emer¬ 
gency lookouts and patrols working 
in perfect liaison, the spread of 
fires is considerably diminished. 
Aircraft are used only for observa¬ 
tion and moving equipment and 
personnel promptly to large fires. 

Canada’s national parks are areas 
of outstanding beauty and interest 
which have been dedicated to the 
people of Canada for their enjoy¬ 
ment. Tourists are attracted to 
these great areas to relax, fish and 
camp. Burned timber profits no one, 
while green forests, directly or in¬ 
directly, sooner or later, are benefi¬ 
cial to all. Canada’s potential tour¬ 
ist trade is estimated at more than 
$300,000,000 annually. In order to 
maintain and increase this trade, 
Canada’s forests must be protected. 
Fire is their greatest enemy. It is 
virtually impossible to protect our 
national playgrounds without the 
close and constant co-operation of 
all who frequent them.

Two Million Dollars 
Set As Salvation Army 
Appeal Objective 

Objective of The Salvation 
Army’s 1946-47 National Home 
Front Appeal next month will be 
$2,000,000, it was announced by 
Air Marshal William A. Bishop, 
VC, DSO, MC, DFC, LLD, chair¬ 
man of The Salvation Army Na¬ 
tional Advisory Board. 

“Increasing demands for Salva¬ 
tion Army social service and relief 
work have made it necessary to 
raise the objective over the $1,500,- 
000 asked last year,” said Air 
Marshal Bishop. 

“In the total sought is money 
needed for the rehabilitation and 
expansion of Salvation Army so¬ 
cial service facilities. During the 
war, The Salvation Army concen¬ 
trated on serving the members of 
the armed forces, and assisting 
war victims. The expansion of its 
work in Canada was largely post¬ 
poned. Even repairs were put off. 
Nearly one-third of the Salvation 
Army’s total personnel was en¬ 
gaged wholly or principally on 
duties having to do with war. 

“Salvation Army efforts for the 
reclamation of the fallen and for 
care and guidance of those in 
trouble constitute a national serv¬ 
ice to Canada,” said Air Marshal 
Bishop. “Its mission of succor to 
erring humanity is worthy of far 
greater financial support than is 
asked.” 

The Campaign opens Sunday, 
September 15, with special services 
in Salvation Army Citadels across 
the Dominion. The canvass for 
funds begins Monday, September 
16. It will be held in all centres 
except those where Communnity 
Chest or Welfare organizations 
provide adequate funds or in the 
four or five cities where campaigns 
already have been held.

A TRIBUTE TO CANADA’S 
NEWS SERVICES 

In the early days of Canada’s 
history, the life of the settler was 
indeed a hard one. In most cases, 
he established his home hundreds 
of miles 'from civilization. It was 
a lonely existence. His only con¬ 
tact with the outside world was 
made about once a year when he 
undertook a long and often haz¬ 
ardous journey to the nearest trad¬ 
ing post for provisions. 

Then, in January, 1752, came the 
first Canadian newspaper, The Hal¬ 
ifax Gazette, and men of vision 
saw the glimmer of a new era in 
which the people would be more 
closely united. 

It took over a century, however, 
before a newspaper appeared in 
the West. This was a fortnightly 
edition, The Nor’Wester, printed 
at Fort Garry, Manitoba. It was 
first launched in December, 1859. 
Fifteen years later the first daily 
in the prairies was born. The name 
of the paper was the Manitoba 
Free Press, which subsequently be¬ 
came the Winnipeg Free Press. It 
made its initial appearance on the 
streets of that city on July 6, 1874. 

From that small beginning, there 
sprung up across the west other 
newspapers, each destined to play 
an important part in Canada’s his¬ 
tory. Today, there are over 300 
daily and weekly publications in 
the three prairie provinces of Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
alone. These, along with other 
newspapers throughout the Domin¬ 
ion, are vital links in the chain of 
brotherhood which has bound the 
Canadian people together and made 
of them a great nation. 

Also playing a very essential 
part in Canadian affairs are our 
radio stations. The first radio 
broadcasting in this country was 
carried out by the Marconi exper¬ 
imental station, Montreal, in De¬ 
cember, 1919. Today, every city 
and town of importance in Canada 
has at least one radio station, #ach 
broadcasting a daily fare of enter¬ 
tainment, educational programs 
and regular up-to-the-minute news 
broadcasts. 

Canada has every justification to 
be proud of its newspapers and 
radio stations. During the war 
years particularly, they made a 
magnificent contribution toward 
helping to achieve victory. Through 
the media of the printed word and 
the spoken message, they brought 
the people closer together. In many 
cases, they gave their time and 
their services entirely free. 

The people of Canada are in¬ 
debted to our newspapers and radio 
stations for their splendid and gen¬ 
erous co-operation in disseminating 
information to the public regard¬ 
ing the functions and aims of the 
Unemployment Insurance Commis¬ 
sion and the National Employment 
Service. It is very gratifying to 
know that we have supporting us 
such powerful forces, and we ex¬ 
tend to them our sincere apprecia¬ 
tion.—Fred J. White, regional su¬ 
perintendent.

Weather Forecasts 


Science Of Predicting Weather Has j 
Made Rapid Advances 

I During the war the science of pre- 
| dieting the weather advanced tre- 
j mendously. Today this newly-ac¬ 
quired technique is paying rich divi¬ 
dends. 

In the United States alone it is 
estimated that benefits amounting to 
$3,000,000,000 a year have resulted 
from scientific broadcasts, warnings 
and reports. 

But the U.S. Weather Bureau—to¬ 
gether with co-operating Army and 
Navy meteorologists — no longer 
[ monopolizes the weather-forecasting 
I field. A great many private meteor¬ 
ologists have entered the business, so 
many that it has now been suggested 
that the time has come for weather 
men to establish for themselves uni¬ 
form standards of professional com¬ 
petence, as doctors and lawyers have 
done. 

How a private meteorologist could 
expect to make a living might puzzle 
| one on first thought. The answer is, 
j in industry. A large New York j

Found In Germany 

Precious music manuscripts of 
Bach, Beethoven, Mendelssohn, Mo- j 
zart and Brahms, which belong to the j 
Berlin State library, have been found | 
in various parts of Germany by the I 
Allied occupation authorities, the Bri-1 
tish news service in Germany re¬ 
ported. 

Most of the manuscripts, including, 
those of Bach's Christmas Oratoria, j 
Beethoven’s Fourth Symphony and 
string quartets, and Brahm’s Violin 
Concerto, were found at Sehloss ] 
Banz, Franconia. 

The manuscripts of Bach’s St. : 
Matthew Passion and Bethoven’s j 
Missa Solemnis and Egmont Over-1 
ture were discovered at Beuron Mon-1 
astery. The first and Becond acts of 
Mozart’s opera “Figaro” were found 
at Magdeburg and the third and 
fourth at Gruessau Monastery in 
Silesia. 

Among the other manuscripts 
which are safe are those of Bee¬ 
thoven's seventh and ninth sym¬ 
phonies and Mendelssohn’s music for 
“A Mid-Summer Night’s Dream”.

Flying Nurse 


Attends To The Sick Over A Wide 
Area In Australia 

SYDNEY, Australia. — Travelling 
hundreds of miles through floods, 
duststorms or rain to attend the sick, 
is. all in the day’s work for Sister 
Myra Blanch, Australia's first “Fly¬ 
ing Nurse”. Appointed to the Flying 
Doctor Base at Broken Hill in the 
far west of New South Wales, she 
attends cases within a 500-mile! 
radius, reaching her patients by 
whatever transport is available. j 
The Flying Doctor Service of Aus¬ 
tralia is an Australia-wide organiza¬ 
tion which provides medical aid to 
! settlers in the far “outback” of the | 
continent. In it, medicine, aviation j 
! and radio are combined in a unique j 
! service of goodwill. There are eight' 
bases throughout Australia, each 
covering a radius of about 500 miles.
